U. S. Officers 


San Antonio, April 30 
( JP)—H. 
S. Lebman, g unsh op operator, to­ 
day confessed to federal ag ents, 
th ey said, th at h e sold mach ine 
g uns and oth er deadly weapons 
to h ench men of Joh n Dilling er, 
outlaw. Lebman admitted, au­ 
th orities said, th at h e sold five 
mach ine g uns to a Jimmie Will­ 
iams, unknown by federal ag ents, 
and delivered th em in St. Paul, 
Minn. Williams was known to 
h ave kept company wh ile in San 
Antonia last 
fall with Tommy 
Carroll, bank robbing member of 
th e Dilling er g ang . 


Ch icag o, April 30 ( JP) — Th e 
h unt of Joh n Dilling er and h is 
crew centered in Ch icag o once 
more tonig h t after one of th ree 
officers disarmed by th e m a­ 
rauders in an early morning en­ 
counter identified th e g ang ch ief 
as leader in th e brief skirmish .
